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Storm Tight Essex Cars 
Float in Unofficial Test 


HICAGO, April 16.—With the 

arrival of the steamship Sul- 
tana in port here from Detroit, 
Capt. David Smith reported a 
rough voyage in which he lost 42 
Essex sedahs and coaches, which 
were swept overboard. 

The remarkable feature of the in- 
cident, however, was the fact that 
Capt. Smith stated the cars did not 
sink, but were still afloat as far as 
his glass could see in the wake of 
the boat. 

“At the height of the _ storm, 
which was the severest I have ever 
encountered on the Great Lakes, the 
waves struck the Sultana with such 
force that they broke the lashing 
of the cars, which were swept over- 
board, where sounding showed a 
depth of 400 to 500 feet,” said Capt. 
Smith. “The cars were still floating |

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Steel Mills Look to Ford 
Demand to Ottset Declines 


By Tri-State News Service 
ITTSBURGH, April 16.—In- 
creased business during the 
second quarter from. the Ford Mo- 
tor Company is expected to offset 
possible decline in demands for 
automobile steels from other mak- 
ers. Substantial and regular Ford 
specifications are coming through 
to valley mills, after a year of in- 
termittent buying. 

The near-sensation in steel market 
is the drop of $3 a ton in dull fin- 
ished sheet price to 4c. after that 
market seemed firmly set at the 
4.15c. level. The story is that a 
leading automobile maker canceled 
a large tonnage that had been taken 


at 4.15c. and found a weak spot} 


where he could place business at 
4c. Other rollers with ample con- 
tracts on their books cut prices to 
4c. to meet the cut. 

The situation has caused much 
consternation among finished sheet 
rollers and general condemnation of 
the interest reported to have crack- 
ed the market after it had seemed 
to be stabilized at the higher level. 

In the other direction steel prices 
are holding around recent levels. 








The 5 per cent. advance in steel 
pipe prices is encouraging producers 
of this product. 

The new Empire Steel Corpora- 
tion is meeting with success, ac- 
cording to J. D. Waddell, vice-pres- 
ident, who is in eharge of the three 
Niles plants of the combine. Of 
the sixty sheet mills fifty-eight are 
under power, showing that the 
sheet demand is strong and that 
the new combine is getting its 
share of business. 

Operations of subsidiaries of the 
U. S. Steel Corporation throughout 
the district are at 90 per cent. ingot 
production capacity, unchanged 
from last week, but with the ten- 
dency to be slightly stronger. The 
independent mills continue to 
operate at between 80 and 85 per 
cent. of capacity.

companies which have been vastly 
benefited by the absence of Ford 
as an effective competitor. _The 
return of Ford competition on a 
grand scale will inevitably be felt 
by some of the other companies, 
he continued. 

Col. Ayres reported he finds gen- 
eral business continuing to improve 
with considerable vigor, although it 
is still spotty. 

“Nevertheless,” he added “the 
continued high rate of activity in 
the fundamental industries of 
building construction, iron and 
steel and automobiles, together 
with increasing coal production 
and gradually growing traffic on 
the railroads, furnish convincing 
evidence that general business is 
steadily emerging from the slump 
which it had entered in the clos- 
ing months of last year. One im- 
portant result of this, is that em- 
ployment conditions are improv- 
ing.” 

Tracing the improvement of busi- 
ness through a weekly index, Col. 
Ayres declared this gauge of the 
country’s business improvement 
could be made more accurate if data 
on automobile output could be in- 
cluded with other data showing 
trends in iron and steel production, 
building construction, coal output 
and car loadings. At present, he 
said, these data are not available. 

Emphatic evidence of improve- 
ment in iron and steel production 
was reported, with an increase of 10 
in the number of furnaces in blast, 
the second important increase this 
year. 

The percentage of furnaces active 
was reported as 56, as against 57 
at the beginning of 1927, 61 in 
— 1927, and 48 in December, 
1927.

New Car Sales in Many Important 





Centers of Texas Show Increase 





By B. C. REBER 


AN ANTONIO, TEX., April 16.— 
Indications of the prosperity of 
the automotive industry in this 
state are seen in reports coming 


increase in the sale of new cars 
as well as increased registration. 
As reported previously, new car 
sales in this city have set new high 
records during the first three 
months of this year. That this 
condition is not a local one is seen 
in reports from other points. 

A substantial increase in the num- 
ber of new cars sold in the Dallas ter- 
ritory during the first three months 
of the current year is shown in fig- 
ures recently given out. ‘Total sales 
this year for the first quarter are 
2,500, as compared to 2,451 for the 
Same period in 1927. Omitting Ford 
figures, this gives all other makes 
an increase of 26.6 per cent. over 
1927. April started off well with 168 
new cars and 120 used cars being 
registered, as compared with 137 new 
cars and 78 used cars in 1927; these 
figures being for the first two days 
of the month. 

Reports from Tarrant county and 
Fort Worth show that about 3,000 
more motor vehicles have been reg- 
istered there this year than during 
the first quarter of 1927. Figures 
for the first three months show a 
registration of 40,141 vehicles, of 
which 35,653 are passenger cars, 
4,261 are trucks and 227 are motor 
buses. For the three months last 
year, 33,839 passenger cars were reg- 
istered and 3,228 trucks 
Reports coming from Austin show 





the state is planning on an in- 
creased registration of approximate- 
ly 500,000 for 1929. 

Conditions in east Texas show an | 
increase in sales of approximately 
28 per cent. over last year. ‘The 
automobile show, which was held 
last month, was one of the largest 
and most successful ever conducted 
and has resulted in a material in- 
crease in new car sales. Total sales 
are ahead of last year, despite the 
fact that Ford deliveries are still 
low. With these reaching normal by 
the middle of the summer, a record 
year is predicted.

This is the summary of a report 
recently made by C. N. Maurer, traffic engineer for the state, 
the compilation being based on accident report blanks which 
are supplied all highway patrolmen on the trunk line road 
system of the state. 

In analyzing his reports the traffic engineer finds that 
the number of accidents both on straight roads and on 
curves and turns is increasing and he advances as the cause 
the increase in the number of vehicles ysing the highways, 
and, secondly, the increase in speeds. 
accidents have not increased in proportion to the density of 
traffic. In other 
has increased, the accidents per car have decreased. 
individual driver has grown a little more careful, but the, 
greater number of operators on the roads has served to lift | 
the accident total. 

“Ttvis gratifying to note,” the report reads,. “that the | 
number of accidents occurring at railroad crossings is de- | 
creasing. The principal reasar for 
doubt the raet that dangerous crossings are being eliminated | 
ae fast as funds wil] permit.” Probably also grade cross- 
ipe’ accidents are being decreased by education. The long 
campaign to persuade motorists to cross crossings carefully 
is beginning to vield results. 

Mr. Maurer concludes his report by saying: “Acci- 
dents are bound to occur, but they can be kept to a 
minimum if all drivers will pay particular attention to all 


of 


conditions and operate their vehicles according to safe 
practices, which, in most cases, are self-evident.” This 


sentence succinctly and aptly sums up the ten command- 
ments of safety in modern traffic and the only way to 
bring them into common use is education. 


Fitness, Not Price, Should Rule 


1* A STATEMENT recently issued by Reginald Roome, 
president of the Excelsior Savings Bank in New York, 
an institution which serves a great many automotive depos- 
jiors, he calls attention to one of the unfavorable conditions 
that now confront the automobile industry. “It is conserva- 
tive to estimate,” says Mr. Roome, “‘that 50 per cent. of car 
owners who go to buy a new car become more interested in 
the allowance they will get on their old car than in the 
question whether the new one is just what they need. The 
result buying on this basis is that the buyer frequently 
finds that the new car is not exactly the one which is adapted 
to his needs. The buying of a car is an investment and 
should be treated as such.” - 
That this custom of basing the new car purchase on the 
trade-in allowance on the old car is the bane of the automo-

it reports. In Texas the commis- 
sion governing motor bus operation 
was specifically instructed to ignore 
rail competition, he pointed out. 

In South. Dakota, he said, the op- 
posite is true. as the commission 
considered rail competition in de- 
termining whether to grant a cer- 
tificate to a proposed new bus line. 
Mr. Brown raised questions as to 
the constitutionality of some sec- 
tions of the bill and asserted that 
if the bill stood the test of 
legality. it was so impractical in de- 
tail that use of buses would be 
greatly curtailed. 

While approving Federal legis- 
lation providing for Federal cer- 
tificates of cenvenience and 
necessity as a prerequisite for in- 
terstate bus operation, details of 
such a law should be simple and 
should recognize the different 
characters of service rendered by 


the bus from that furnished by 
Sieam and electric railways, de- 
clared C. C. McChord, who pre- 
ceded Mr. Brown eon the stand, 
also representing the National 
Automebile Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

“The Parker bill as now written 
is complicated in. structure, far- 
reaching in detailed control and 
imposes an undue burden of ex- 
pense on the bus operator and the 
public. and is undesirable,” Mr

““Care must be taken to see that 
the effect of regulation is not 
strangulation and that an attem-t 
to build up administrative ma- 
chinery shall not result in delays 
and restrictions which may force 
the operators out of business and 
thus deprive the public of a needed 
service. 

“The committee for which I speak 
believes that there is much that 
is constructive in the bill now be- 
fore you. but also that there is 
much that may prove destructive. 
This will be taken up in detail] by 
counsel to follow me who wil] point 
out that the measure goes too far in 
the direction of complete control 
without knowledge of what the 
effect of that control may be. and 
that the bill as proposed involved 
doubt.”
